If, 
however, the results the two Governments 
contemplate.. are successfully achieved, and 
our eggs are improved in quality and price, 
we believe our farmers will welcome the legis- 
lation to which such success will be due. No 
one, however, “‘can so forecast the years an 
equal loss with gain to match,” and, with the 
increasing competition which Irish eggs will 
have to face in the future, with Russia added 
to the most formidable existing list of Furo- 
pean countries now catering for the breakfast 
of the British townsman, it is not possible to 
say whether the grading up of Irish eggs (or, 
for that matter, Irish butter) is going to bring 
about the increased price hoped for. Even 
the “ top price,” Mr. E. M: Archdale’s right- 
ful objective, may not be such as to satisfy 
the poultry farmers of Down and Derry. It 
may well be that if Ireland “is to hold its own 
against all the importers into Great Britain 
it will be by producing a better quality of 
eggs or butter without any appréciable ad- 
vance in price—possibly, indesd, with a 
diminution in cost to the consumer. 

Need for Change. 

This brings us back to the point from which 
we started. If the policies which determine 
for the farmer the conditions under which 
he is obliged to carry on his industry are 
changing quickly, it is clear that he himself 
must change with the times. Within limits, 
indeed, he is doing so; but it may be ques- 
tioned whether he does—or, indeed, can— 
change rapidly enough. When all that the 
State can do for him is done, by reducing the 
toll he is now obliged to pay to middiemen, 
by improving his technical processes and, per- 
haps, helping him to find a better market, 
there will remain so much which he must do 
for himself if he is not to go under that we 
believe the farming of the future will have 
to be in the hands of the very best men thie 
education and experience can proudce. The State 
cannot permanently afford to see food produc- 
tion neglected, and the farmer of experience— 
seldom, naturally, a very young man, not in 
frequently, indeed, no longer young—-cannot 
be expected “to learn new tricks” eithe:

IRISH AGRICULTURAL 
CONDITIONS. 


- 


Except for some rains during the earlier 
part, February turned cut to be fine and dry. 
The weather throughout was, however, cold, 
with occasional night frosts. There was good 
drying of the soil, which had been left in a 
very sodden state by the heavy rains of the 
preceding months. The improved conditions 
facilitated every kind of field work, and much 
progress was made in the completion of 
ploughing as well as in preparatory tillage 
for different crops. In such early counties as 
Co. Louth and Co. Wexford a start was made 
with the sowing of oats, wheat and barley, 
and the preparing and opening of drills in 
ground intended for potatoes was also. pro- 
ceeded with, The open nature of the month 
lavoured the early lambing season, and also 
saved the giving of fodder to outlying cattle. 

In many counties fodder, roots and pota- 
toes were in short supply for stock feeding. 
Hay was rather more plentiful than straw. 
Straw in Co. Louth sold up to £4 per ton and 
hay up to £6 per ton. Turnips were plenti- 
ful and cheap in such cd “ counties as Louth 
and Meath. The curr rice for turnips in 
these counties did not caceed 8d. per cwt., 
whereas in some of the western counties: as 
much as from Is. ód. to 1s. 6d. per cwt. was 
paid. The feeding of mangels to stock was 
begun in most counties. Outside supplies of 
cake and meals were sparingly bought, and 
home-grown grain was ‘argely relied upon for 
stock-feeding. The high prices of maize (12s. 
Cd. per cwt.) and other feeding stuffs, though 
these were ample in supply, prevented farmers 
from buying them in the ordinary quantity. 

The chief forms of field work were the com- 
pletion of ploughing, especially of land after 
roots, the carting out of manure,» the top- 
dressifig of meadows with dung or slag, the 
cleaning of drains, and, in some districts, the 
making ready of potato ground for drilling.

Derry, died at his , Buncrana, on 
Monday night. He was a well-known solicitor, 
and in his early deys was with the 
‘Parnellite Party. After Mr. Parnell s eath, 
however, Mr. O'Doherty took little rt in 
politics. He entered Derry Corporation 
about eight years ago. He was one of the 
founders of the Irish Nation League. When

PLANS TO ACCOMMODATE 


VISITORS. 


Mr. J. J. Hogan, Chairman of the Accom- 
modation ‘Committee of Aonach Tailteann, 
explained yesterday the position with regard 


during the month of August next. 
The Committee expect that there will be 
50,000 strangers per day in Dublin dtiting the 
first three weeks of, August. Of those, at 
least 15,000 ‘will be from the country for 
the day, leaving 35,000 to be housed. On 
one day last year 35,000 persons passed the 
turnstiles at the Dublin Harse Show. 
The Committee are appealing to house- 
holders from Gormanstown to Greystones and 
from Kilcock to the sea to throw open their 
accommodation for visitors, and over 40,000 
punted forms are being delivered by hand to 
ely. houses, asking. the owners to fill in 


visitors and the charges by the day and by 
the week. 

The replies, when received, will be sorted 
into districts, roads, and streets, and within 
the next month or so sub-committees for all 
the outlying townships will be formed. 

““In 1922, when a far less extensive canvass 
was carried out,” added Mr. Hogan, “‘ we got 
replies assuring us of accommodation for 
25,000 visitors per day, and, with the better 
machinery this year, we are -confident that 
we will be able to house at least 30,000 
visitors per day in private houses.” 

The Committee are assured by the existing 
catering establishments that they can supply 
at least 50,000 meals a day above their pre- 
sent trade, while the Royal Dublin Society 
is arranging for the provision of 10,000 meals 
er day in the Show Grounds at Ballsbridge.

PASSENGERS’ FORTITUDE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Details of the railway disaster near Lyons, 
resulting in the deaths of three English 
travellers, and injuries to twenty-four, in- 
crease the wonder that. the list of victims was 
not much longer. When the helpers arrived 
the engine was found with its wheels in the 
air. . The luggage van and the - foremost 
carriage jumped the rails and overturned, and 
one of the two sleeping cars—in which 32 first 
class .passengers had been  sleeping—lay 
on its side with the roof smashed, and with 
heaps of torn timbers and bent iron piled 
about it. 

All accounts emphasise the calm shown by 
the victims. While the dead and injured were 
being extricated from the wreckage not a cry 
was heard. Women and girls went about 
quietly, doing their best to complete their 
toilet, and some even smoked cigarettes. A 
young Englishman was seen on the top of one 
of the carriages smoking his pipe while he 
finished dressing. 

A distressing scene occurred when the body 
of-Mr. Moore was discovered. His son, aged 
15, had been travelling with his father and 
mother. He was unhurt, and immediately 
began to search for his parents, When he 
came upon the blood-stained face of his father 
he was seized with terrible distress, and 
turned and ran in the direction of the fields. 
He was brought back and broke down sobbing. 

The British dead have been placed in 
charge of the local stationmaster, and will be 
sent to London in the care of a Paris-Lyons 
Mediterranean official on Friday. 

It appears that the responsibility for the 
disaster “will be fixed when the question is 
ariswered: whether or not the driver was in- 
structed to take the Brotteaux route,

T'he T'imes, dealing in a leading article with 
the miners’ claims for a higher minimum 
wage and a larger share in the proceeds of 
the industry, and with the séries of conces- 
sions which the -owners have drafted, ob- 
serves :—The concessions are clearly substan- 
tial. The miners put forward claims to benefit 
every grade of colliery workman, bus sup- 
orted them in the main with arguments re- 
ated to the men “on the minimum,’’ whose 
earnings did not permit a reasonable standard 
of living. The owners are doing more than 
the. miners originally. asked. fo. reiigye the ciu- 
cuinsiancéw of “the meéti in -receipt ‘af “the 
lowest rate of wages. This merits recognition 
by: the miners themselves, even in. the. midst 
at hard bargaining, as sincere proof of an 
earnest effort to arrive at a settlement which 
will preserve intact the fundamental principle 
of the existing agreement, and at the same 
time make fuller provision for. the .lowest 
status, whatever the degree of industrial de- 
pression. 

For the other grades. of workmen the 
owners concede less than. was. demanded ; but 
they will acquiesce in a variation of the 
proportion of wages to profits, which, 
especially in prosperous. times, will yield 
appreciable results to the wage-earners. The 
desirable outlines of the present agreement 
will remain. Its purpose is: to ensure a-living 
wage in the worst of times and a moderate 
return—deferred if necessary—on the capital 
employed. In better. times labour is 
guaranteed a share ‘to be raised to 87 per 
cent. of the increased proceeds. These are 
terms to which the miners might certainly 
agree with the feeling that they had obtained 
a victory more renowned than many won by 
strikes. Indeed, the possibility of a strike, if 
the owners’ proposals.are correctly and. fully 
outlined, ought sensibly to diminish, “if not 
entirely to disappear. |

He was a man 
with the rare combination of a legal training 
and a very wide knowledge of commercia! 
and social needs. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Good stood for three things—economy, 
efficiency and progress. As regards economy, 
he asked what was their position in relation 
to taxation? He asked whether, between the 
national and local taxation, they were not 
approaching a point at which they would be 
bled white? They had the corporation tax; 
they had income tax at 5s. in the £, while 
the British income tax was only 4s. 6d. They 
were paying twopence on letters instead of 
iid. in England. Of course, they would be 
told that Rome was not built in a day. He 
was quite symovathetic to that, but the time 
would not come a moment too soon to relieve 
business peopie of over-taxation, which was 
largely responsible for unemployment. Then 
there was the question of local taxation, 
because any body like the Dail would, sooner 
or later, have to tackle that. A man who 
had bought his own house, probably bv 
scraping or by borrowing from a building 
gociety or a bank, found that as time pro- 
gressed he was getting under a heavier rent. 

THE PARTY OF PROGRESS. 

The second point was efficiency in national 
and local services, and he need not go inte 
them. The third point was that, if Dr. 
Good was returned, he intended to he 
with the party of progress. He intended that 
that country would go forward. There was a 
scheme in the newspapers of the last few 
days of which he approved... That was the 
giving of a sum of £10,009 to one of the 
greatest firms of engineers in Europe for pre- 
paring a scheme of electric power from the 
Shannon for distribution throughout the Free 
State» They all approved of that; but there 
was a word of caution which he would like 
to utter.. They wanted to see, if that scheme 
was Weveloped at the most economical spot, 
that it would be available for all, and that 
no one would try to grab it. If they got Dr. 
700d into the Dail they could be assured that 
if power was to be distributed from the South 
of Ireland it would not be cribbed in its 
passage, and that everyone would get its 
service. One of the things thev would be up 
against in the Dail was local powers and 
local expenditure | and conflicting interests, 
which minimised things they had a right to 
expect from the public. Nobody need be 
afraid of the condition of affairs at the pre- 
sent moment, when there was, unfortunately, 
a certain amount of indiscipline discovered 
inthe Army, that a man like Dr. Good would 
in any sense be an opponent of what was best 
for the country, or would in any wise queer 
the pitch of the existing Government. They 
knew that he was a man incapable of that, 
and that they could rely on him to promote 
all the interests they had at heart. (Ap- 
piause. ) 


THE CANDIDATE 

Dr. Good said that he was. ylad that the 
Chairman had referred to the -circturnstances 
under which he was going forward, because 
he knew that it had been suggested that it 
was a clever electioneering stunt to keep 
dark the fact that he was going forward until 
the last moment, and to take people by sur- 
prise. No such thing ever entered his head, 
and it was only at the. last moment that he 
consented to go forward As far as the 
Government was concerned, he wanted his 
intentions made plain. He had no intention 
of going. forward in any way antagonistic to 
the Government. He intended to sit and vote 
with the Business Party alreadv returned 
to the Dail. If they looked at the record 
of that Business Party they would find that 
when any question arose that affected the 
business men and the interests of the country, 
the Business Party supvorted the Govern- 
ment; that would be absolutely his policy. 
(Hear, hear.) They were a small party, but 
anyone studving the newspapers would see 
that it was by no means a negligible party, 
and the country recognised that both in 
debate and by their votes they had protected 
very largelv the commercial] interests. Hear, 
hear.) 

Now .the next question was whether the 
business. men were entitled to larger repre- 
sentation in- the Dail. He was convinced that 
they were. There were questions that were 
bound to be dealt with in the near future 
that vitally affected the commercial and other 
interests of the country; and business 
interests ought to be properly represented. 
He thought, and it was the opinion of a great 
number of people, that the Opposition in the 
Dail for the purpose of proper criticism of 
their measures was the great weakness at the 
present moment. (Hear, hear.) ‘They had a 
very small Opposition, as a great number of 
those who would be the official Opposition 
would not sit in the Dail. Their voice was 
not heard, and consequently the Opposition 
was very small, and undoubtedly the ten- 
dency had been to pass measures, he thought, 
too hastily and without proper consideration. 
The Senate had on numerous occasions en- 
deavoured to rectify mistakes made in the 
Lower House, but with a Government with 
a great majority the tendency was, he 
thought, always to be a little autocratic, and 
he did not think that the Government had 
given sufficient consideration to the Senate‘s 
amendments. (Hear, hear.) That was one 
of the matters that largely influenced him 
in going forward at the election. 

THE OBJECTION TO LAWYERS 

In. the Dail at present there was a great 
lack of professiorfal men. He knew that there 
was a rooted objection in public to lawyers 
seeking Parliamentary honours. In the past 
Parliamentary representation had always heen 
a necessary adjunct in a lawyer’s career if 
he wanted. to reach the _ hichest 
That did not apply to the solicitor’s 
profession. The most that they could seek 
was the office of Taxing Master or District 
Justice, and he was not seeking either: so 
that the only thing: that induced him to go 
forward was purely patriotic considerations 
The country Was now taking a new lease of 
life, and it was the duty of patriotic 
come forward and give the hest that 
them 4o run the country on the best possi!

A BOOK-KEEPING MATTER, 


Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, moved: 
That a sum not exceeding £94,370 be granted 
to complete the supplementary sum to de- 
fray the charge which will come in course of 
payment during the year ending on the 3lst 
day of March, 1924, for the ies and ex- 
penses of the office of the Irish Land Commis- 
sion, and the salaries and expenses of the 
Land Settlement Department, 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, ex- 
plained that this was a book-keeping matter, 
dne. to the fact that the Land Commission 
Act, which amalgamated the Congested Dis- 
tricta Board with the Land Commission, had 
placed the cost of the services of the Con- 
gested Districts Board on the Land Commis- 
sion estimates. The gross estimate was 
£279,965, and was made up as follows :— 
£195,268 for the C Districts Board 
services in respect of period from August 
(when the Act was passed) until the 3lst 
March, inst. There was a sum of £81,167 
for moneys that used": to be paid on the 
Development Fund vote. That was also 
transferred under Section 16 of the Land Act 
of 1923 to the Land Commission vote. The 
sum of £3,550 was the supplementary esti- 
mate required by the Land Commission vote, 
in view of additional work. 

There was a saving under the several heads 
of the Land. Commission vote of £40,000; so 
that in the net result he was not asking 
for more than what was already granted for 
the Land Commission and the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board; but, in fact, the net result 
would be a saving of £66,547. 

Major Bryan Cooper asked why this esti- 
mate had never appeared before. In the 
past the Congested Districts Board was a 
very much cheaper service per head than | 
the Land Commission. The returns showed 
that in 1914 the Land Commission cost £211 
per head for each man’s service, while the 
cost per head of the Congested Districte 
Board was only £101. Even in 1922 the Land

CHARGES BY CITIZENS’ 
ASSOCIATION, 


An inquiry into the administration of affairs 
by the Dublin Corporation was opened at the 
Mansion House yesterday morning by Mr. 
Nicholas O’Dwyer, B.E., Chief ‘Engineering 
Inspector of the Local Government Depart- 


ment. 
Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., Mr. J. C. R. Lardner, 
K.C., and Mr. P. O’C. White (ihstructed by 
Mr. J. J. Rice, Law Agent), represented the 
Dublin Corporation. 
Mr. Norman Keough (instructed by Messrs. 
Stewart and Orr), appeared for the Citizens’ 
Association. 
Mr. James Fallon represented the Lord 
Mayor, and Mr. W. J. Larkin the Tenants’ 
Association. 
Those present included :— The Lord Mayor, 
Mrs, Wyse Power, Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, 
Alderman William O’Brien, Alderman Hub- 
bard Clark (City High Sheriff), Mr. M. J. 
Moran, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Senator Thomas 
Farren, Alderman Thomas Lawlor, P. T. 
Daly, J. R. Stritch, and Alderman Shields. 
e Inspector said that the inquiry was 
ordered under Section 12 of the Loca] Govern- 
ment (Temporary Provisions) Act, 1925. 
From a letter of the 4th of March of the 
Assistant Town Clerk, it would appear that 
at a recent meeting of the Corporation it was 
decided to yequest the Minister for Local 
Government to furnish copies of complaints 
referred to in his letter of February 20. 
From the terms of Mr. Walsh’s, Assistant 
Town Clerk, letter one would conclude that 
the members of the Council were under the 
impression that the inquiry was held to deal 
with some specific complaints. That was 
not the case. The inquiry was being held 
into the performances of its duties by the 
Dublin Corporation. He had no further 
instructions than to hold an inquiry on these 
terms, and the report which he would make 
on the inquiry would be absolutely and 
entirely based on the evidence that would 
come before him, and on nothing else. He 
thought that that should satisfy the members 
of the Council. 

AN IMPARTIAL HEARING. 
He could assure all parties interested’ of 
an absolutely impartial hearing, and it, would 
be well if persons intending to give evidence 
would give him some notice in writing of the 
department with which they intended to deal, 
so that he could decide whether their evi- 
dence was relevant; and, if so, have them 
called at the proper time. 
He proposed to hear any general statement 
of the Corporation’s legal representative, and 
then to deal with the administration of the 
different committees, taking them in whatever 
order was most desirable. 

Mr. Lynch said that he did not intend to 
make a speech at that stage, but he wished 
to make a few remarks. In the first place, 
he was surprised that no specific complaints 
were formulated against the Corporation. He 
suggested that the Inspector should deal with 
the committees seriatum, and should give 
them notice when he would deal with each 
committee, so as to enable them to give the 
fullest evidence that would be required. The 
Corporation courted the fullest inquiry, and 
were quite anxious to give the fullest evi- 
dence and to submit every document that 
would, enable the Inspector to form his judg- 
ment as to whether the Corporation was dis- 
charging its duties to the citizens in a faith- 
ful manner. 

Mr. Keough said that the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion was composed of substantial ratepayers, 
a great many of them being incorporated 
firms. They were not hostile to the Cor- 
poration, but they had always taken up the 
attitude that they were entitled to criticise 
and investigate any rate or any action of the 
Corporation which they thought should be 
questioned. What struck the Association at 
the outset was the enormous increase in the 
rates since 1892, not only an increase in the 
poundage, but an increase in the valuation on 
which the rates were based. That, seemed to 
the ratepayers a matter that required some 
explanation because from the increased revenue 
accruing to the Corporation one would expect 
increased efficiency and increased utility, but 
instead of that they found that the rates had 
been increased for the last two years. An 
official return of the Corporation dated 
August. 23rd, 1923, showed that on March 
Slst, 1919, there were 1,002 labourers em- 
ployed by the Corporation, at a remuneration 
of £154,087, whereas on the 3lst of March, 
1925, there were 1,482 labourers employed at 
a remuneration of £287,117. 

ALLEGED OVER-STAFFING. 

Nothing had happened since 1919 to in- 
crease the sphere of activities of the Corpora- 
tion, and this document indicated that there 
had been over-staffing, and, «perhaps, over- 
paying of the employés. It was difficult, 
from the documents before him, to ascertain 
exactly the wages in the Paving Department 
and the Cleansing Department. Another 
matter they wished to have inquired into was 
the question of pensions. They were in- 
formed that up till quite recently the Cor- 
poration had been. in the habit of giving 
pensions on the basis of salary, plus war 
bonus, but the sliding scale observed in the 
case of Civil Service war bonuses had not 
been adopted by the Corporation. The 
salaries paid by the Corporation were in 
excess of the salaries of people employed in 
similar occupations outside, and whereas the 
pay of employés of urban councils outside 
the Corporation area had been reduced, no 
corresponding reduction had been made by 
the Corporation. 

As regards the Stanley street workshops, 
his Association took the view that these 
workshops were not worked economically, and 
they would like to be informed as to 
whether or not the work which was done in 
the workshops was done at a greater cost 
than that for which it could be done outside. 
They were further informed that so late as 
1924 a motion that work should not be given 
to Stanley street unless tenders for such work 
were received from an outside source was 
“turned down " by the Corporation. 

It was admitted, in documents before him, 
that the electrical employés were paid three- 
pence an hour in excess of what was paid for 
similar work by other grades. They also 
wanted to call attention to a grant of £10,000 
by the Government for the relief of unem- 
ployment, which was refused by the Cor- 
poration. There were other matters in con- 
nection with the waterworks and the drainage 
system. 

Of course, he admitted in regard to both 
these schemes that the present Corporation 
had inherited to a great extent mistakes 
made by their predecessors. Whether their 
criticisrns were right or wrong, they required 
some explanation of the immense increase in 
the rating burden. They, as business men in 
the city, were greatly hampered by the fact 
that they had to pay these enormous rates, 
and one result of this was the large amount 
of unemployment. If the rates were increased 
year after year it would result in financial 
bankruptcy, which would involve the firms he 
represented. -
